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Wo have diavagsed the past and present Mongolia. What does tha future 
hold in store? Stating i¢ briefly, we Moncols desire to build a free 
country founded on democratic principles. We desire this fer the follow~ 
ine reasons, which are based on the past and present history of Mongolia:

iy he continved, "If we ignore racial equality and freadem and, 
prevent the eatablishment of indeneadent and autonomous governe 
ments, we not only violate the revolutionary apirit of ovr 
covntey but we also intensify the conflict among the varicus 
races within the country. If we do this, we endanger the very 
existence of our fatien and the paace and safety of the world. ® 
The San Man Cha I and this daclaration of Generallasime CHIANG 
mast ust ne forgotten. 

(8) Ineauuch as the people in Outer Monzolia have gained thei® “ine 
devandence," there is no reasen why the people of Inner Mongolia 
shoula net algo gain theiy indenendence, aince they are of the

Although there are 
viaees in Inner Monsolia where the Mongols and Chinese are 
livins together, these slaces are very few. Inner Mongolia 
493 the same es Outer Mongolia in that it covers a wide ares 
and has ite own Land, people and organization, aa always, 
even though some of its severelsnty may have been lest. It 
is therefore only right thst all cf Mongolia should becons 
indenendent. 

Because of the current trend among all the races of the world 
toward indenendence ond beesuse of the practical requirementa 
of Mongolia herself, Mongolia should attain her independence. 
To eliminate the conflict among the various. forelen pewers in 
Mongolia so ag to further tha eause of world peace. 

fhe very fact thet the Chinese authorities sent thelr people 
inte Mongolia under an agreement to "borrow the land te feed 
she people’ proves that the Mongols have never been totally 
and officially. deprived of thelr soverelaty. 


@oe thece reasons, we wish to re-establish the Moneet nation, 
and we are more determined than ever to sneceed in attaining 
cur goal. As to what kind of a regime we shall establish in 
Mongolia, the following are the nrinctoles which will determing 
our actions3

Foreign relations: friendly relations shali De established 
with all democratic countries and a special effort shall be 
nofle to establish a lasting friendship with the United States 
based on just and moral principles so as to help in the ste 
tainment of world peace.

fhe militery operations shall be limited to tae maiateaance of 
lew and order within the country. However, in preparation fer 
the time when the attalnuent cf our alm may became impossible 
throvea peaceful political means, and for other similar ener~ 
genetes, a force of irregular troops shall be organized end 
trained. 

Policy vis-a-vis the Mongolian People's Republic: during the 
period of political tutelage, Suter Mongolia shall be guided 
and supervised indirectly, and the edveation in democracy of 
her people shall he speedily enforced so ae to enable then to 
take over the political administration of the Repablic. 

Poliey vis-a-vie other races within the jurisdietioa of the 
government: under the gulding principle, "De unto others ag 
you wish them to do unto you," we must net take vengeful action 
against the Chinese immnigranta 4n areas «ser our jurisdiction.

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Mein forces in the establishment ef the mitiow: it 48 he= 
Lievad thet the win forces to he used in the establishnens 
od the nation are presently the Prince TE Grows and the An= 
daraga Group. In the future, when Hougol territeries have 
deen recovered, new forces are expected to energe. In the 
past, there have been close cooperation and understendise 
between Prince TH and Andaraga, and their renresentatives 
are secretly active in various areas. 

New nations that may be created through the establiehment of 
2 Mongol nation: there is the possibility that the following 
three nations shall emerge as the result of the establishments 
of the Mongol nation: «a Chonge-Pung ( e ) Republic in 
Mencharia, a Uighar Republic in Sinkiane and a Tibetan Reo 
public in Tibet. The birth of these nations would eliminate 
the occasional iscal racial clashes, eliminate the coaflics 
among the foreign vowers in these areas and ald in the common 
defense against Commniam. FEowever. if these areas are in= 
duced to join the Commnist tloc bscause of the inability of 
the democratic influence in these areas to nasert itself, 1% 
is feared that the resulting offect on Mongolia will be very 
unfavorable. 


We wieh to emphasize here thet the birth of these Rations, far 
srom being contrary to the interests of China, would ale gveat- 
iy in meking Chino. vrosperour. 


As Cuter Mongolia is already "indenendent®, the problen of the 
establienment of the Mongo). nation dees not Mle in the attain- 
nent of independence of the whole of Mongolia, but in extending 
the national boundaries of the already indenendent Outer Moa» 
g@olla to inclade Inner Mongolia. Therefore all attempts im the

When the UN is discussing the Asiatic question or when there 
exe confereness similar te the Yalta Conference, at which ¢he . 
independence of Outer Mengolia was seknowledced, the U.S. 
should submit and supnort a proposal te extend the natienal 
boundaries of Onter Mongolia to include the whole of Mongolia. 
ft is hoped that the U.S. will make a proposal similex to the 
one mentioned above (rerardless of whether or mot there will he 
a third world war), and thus be instrumental in having dustice 
dene. 


Zt should be noted here that 14 42 clearly underetaod -ghat 
“extension of the natioral beundaries of Cxter Mongolia” does 
“0% in the lenet imply that the present rezine In Outer Mone 
golin ia to be recognized aa it is. Rather, the present poli~ 
tical ami economic foundations of Oater Menzgolia must he com= 
pletely rebuilt on a devecratic foundation. 

In our movement for the eetablishment of the Mongol nation, ome 
gaiding princivle should be ae stated in item (15) on the 
"Basentiales in the establishment of s Mongol. mation, ® nanely, 

to attain our aim through peaceful political means based en the 
principles of trath and justice withent resort te vielerce, 
therefore, we must concentrate on the attainment ef our goal 
through Giplomatic meanre 

Preparations for the establishment of the Mongol nation should 
be carriad out step by step accerding to plan. Our base of move- 
ment wuet fireat be estatliched and » “Nations Foundation Pre« 
paratery Committee" be exrgeuized.® 

Immediately after the recovery of a part of Mongol terri tery, a 
Provisional Government rust he established, in that aren and work 
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heeon for the recovery of all the republics through a mili- 
tary administration in each republic. When all the Lends of 
a rewmublic have been recovered, the period of military admini< 
atration in that renublic will end and the period of pvelitical 
tatelege will begin. The duration of the period of political 
vatelaze will depend mainly on the folloving: 


@&. the rapidity with which a universal, compulazory education- 
al system is pat into effect ; 

dD. tha completion ef a census, the organizing of a garrison 
force antl the building of a communications network 

co the completion of the pecple's training in the use of 
their “three richta. 


After the terminstion of the period of political tutelage, the 
constitutional period will begin. In other worda, the period 
of antional foundation is divided into the following threa 
periods: the military edministration period, the political 
tutelage period end the constitutional pericd.
